DR.  FA?j  Any  leader  who  doesn't  understand  vision 

will  be  a  failure.  Without  a  vision  the  people  will  perish.  The 
vision  does  not  have  to  be  my  vision;  it  has  to  be  a  shared  vision. 
I  plan  to  put  the  vision  out  there,  one  team,  and  one  vision  of 
creating  excellence  since  1865.  [Second],  the  vision  has  to  be 
put  out  there,  but  you  have  to  have  people  to  align  with  it;  it  has 
to  be  their  role,  their  component,  their  part.  How  you  do  that  is 
by  relating  to  people.  And  third,  implementation,  but  if  you  do 
the  first  two,  the  third  is  a  piece  of  cake.  John  Maxwell  said,  "An 
organization  will  rise  and  fall  based  on  leadership,"  but  everyone 
is  a  leader.  Not  just  me. 


SHAW  YEARBOOK  STAFF:  What  have  you  already  done 
for  Shaw  University? 

DR.';'  I  became  the  Chairman  of  Allied  Health.  We  had 

about  60  students  at  that  time  10  year  ago.  We  now  have  about  270. 
They  had  about  2  majors;  they  now  have  6  majors.  I  didn't  do  it  all  by 
myself,  but  me  and  the  faculty,  we  created  Therapeutic  Recreation  as 
a  major.  If  you  take  the  national  exam,  you  can  get  a  job.  One  of  my 
students  took  that  national  exam  and  passed,  and  makes  $50,000  in 
California.  We  have  Kinesiotherapy.  We  just  got  reaccredited.  Mr.  Joe 
Palmer  is  getting  jobs  for  students  everyday.  We  have  Athletic  Training, 
Sports  Medicine.  I  got  grey  hair  behind  that  one  because  people  thought 
we  couldn't  get  that  program  accredited.  There  are  only  2  programs  like 
that  In  the  United  States  at  a  HBCU,  Shaw  and  NCCU. 


SHAW  YEARBOOK  STAFF:  In  your  biography,  it  states  that 
you  are  an  ordained  minister.  How  does  that  help  you  in  your 
role  of  being  President? 

DR.  FAULCON:  It  helps  me  because  I  rely  on  God  for 
everything.  You  can't  make  anything  without  Him.  I  even  believe 
that  He  put  me  right  at  this  time,  here  at  this  moment  for  whatever 
reason.  Everything  I  do,  I  believe  He  does  it  for  me.  Philippians 
4:13  [says],  "I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  who  strengthens 
me."  So  you  see  me  walking  around  here,  I  think  I  can  do  it,  but 
I  really  can't  do  it.  I  acquiesced  myself,  and  I  asked  for  His  help 
everyday,  and  when  one  does  that,  you  will  find  that  the 
impossible  things  become  possible. 


SHAW  YEARBOOK  STAFF:  What  are  your  plans  for  Shaw 
University? 

DR.  FAULCON:  We  have  to  naturally  increase  enrollment, 
but  that's  really  at  the  CAPES  (Center  for  Alternative  Programs 
in  Education  sites).  1  even  have  a  plan  right  now  to  restore  some 
of  those  numbers  that  we  lost  and  will  be  putting  [the  plan]  into 
motion  in  the  next  couple  of  days.  [We're]  working  on  retention, 
treating  every  incident,  every  moment  with  great  quality 
"Customer  Service."  Each  day  you  can  improve  step  by  step, 
incrementally,  and  all  of  a  sudden  it  turns  into  an  explosion.  I 
stop  and  speak  with  students  because  I  want  to  connect  with 
them.  I've  done  that  way  before  getting  up  here. 


SHAW  YEARBOOK  STAFF:  Since  we  at  a  Baptist 
institution,  how  do  you  think  that  plays  a  role  in  our  students' 
lives? 

'-^  I  think  they  need  to,  I  hate  to  say  this,  pursue 

God  every  moment,  everyday.  It  may  sound  strange  for  young 
people,  but  my  life  changed  when  I  was  about  20. 1  didn't  accept 
Christ  or  anything,  but  I  had  to  take  this  test,  and  I  didn't  think  I 
was  prepared.  But  I  had  been  working,  so  I  didn't  have 
confidence  sometimes,  and  I  asked  Him  to  help  me.  I  made  a 
real  high  score  on  the  test.  Ever  since  then,  I  realized  He  was 
helping  me  even  though  I  didn't  have  sense  to  give  Him  credit 
for  it.  Incrementally,  step  by  step,  my  life  changed  until  finally, 
I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  who  strengthens  me.  I  believe 
it.  Matter  of  fact,  I  don't  believe  it,  I  know  it. 


SHAW  YEARBOOK  STAFF:  How  do  you  feel  about  being 
the  President  of  your  rival  school? 

DR.  FAULCON:  I  went  to  the  game  the  other  day.  St.  Aug. 
played  Shaw;  they  beat  us  by  two  points.  I  wanted  them  to  lose 
by  two  points.  Shhh,  St.  Aug.  to  lose,  not  Shaw.  I've  been  here 
for  16  years,  and  when  you  work  somewhere,  actually  you  are 
spending  your  life.  I  worked  here  longer  than  I  worked  over 
there.  I  worked  there  for  12  years;  over  here  16  years.  I  loved 
it,  but  I  love  Shaw  in  a  different  way  'cause  I  have  spent  my  life 
here.

SHAW  YEARBOOK  STAFF:  What  do  you  believe  is  the 
pure  essence  of  being  at  a  HBCU? 

When  you  go  to  a  HBCU,  you  get  nurtured  in 
a  way  that  no  one  can  really  do  it.  Ever  since  1865,  Shaw  has 
been  nurturing  and  helping  African  American  students  in  a  way 
that  no  one  else  can.  Jocelyn  Fleming  stated  that  very  clearly. 
HBCU's  produce  the  most  doctors,  the  most  lawyers,  most 
dentists,  most  Ph.D.'s  even  today.  In  America,  HBCU's  only 
represent  3%  of  the  institutions  but  produce  20%  of  all  African 
American  graduates.  That  is  very  significant,  even  statistically, 
I'm  sure.

Before  coming  to 
Shaw,  I  was  a  firm 

agnostic.  Though  I  had  been 
raised  in  the  church,  years  of  secular 
schooling  and  waves  of  doubt  and 
skepticism  from  society  affirmed  my 
watery  beliefs  about  God. 

My  Sunday  school  lessons  could 
not  compete  with  the  theory  of 
Evolution,  the  presence  of  other 
religions,  and  what  I  believed  to  be 
a  lack  of  evidence  for  the  Bible  and 
Christianity.  How  could  Scripture,  as 
full  of  wisdom  I  found  it,  be  more  than 
just  another  inherently  flawed,  man- 
made  writing?  I  envied  the  strong 
faith  that  my  mother  had  and  prayed 
to  a  God  of  doubtful  existence  that  I 
would  one  day  have  faith  like  hers.  I 
was  still  searching,  after  all.

One  was  Ms.  Leslie  Lucas.  First, 
she  was  my  teacher  graduating  into 
mentor,  and  now,  friend.  Her 
presence  seemed  to  emanate  love 
and  the  youth  of  her  eyes 
contradicted  her  age.  Her  love  for  the 
God  I  doubted,  and  for  those  around 
her  was  so  provokingly  apparentthat 
when  she  spoke  directly  to  you,  the 
weight  of  the  sincerity  either  threw 
you  off  balance  or  burned  at  the 
edges  of  your  heart  and  caused  you 
to  want  more  for  your  life.  "Grace, 
"she'd  say,  "is  unmerited  favor  and 
love  that  cannot  be  earned." 


And  she  did  indeed  treat  with  love 
even  her  worst  and  most  hateful 
students.  One  day  I  finally  made  the 
connection  that  grace  was  a  free  gift 
of  God  offered  to  me  through  Christ's 
death  on  the  cross.  I  did  nothing  to 
merit  or  earn  it,  and  my  heart  melted 
to  realize  that  all  this  was  for 
someone  as  cynical  and  unloving  as 
me.  No  one  witnessed  it.  I  was  crying 
alone  in  a  bathroom  stall.  However, 
I  consider  that  day  the  point  in  which 


liuas  saved. 


Two,  I  read  Mere  Christianity  by 
C.S  Lewis.  C.  S  Lewis  was  a  popular 
British  theologian  and  author  (The 
Narnia  Series,  for  ex. ).  It  was  my  first 
exposure  to  Christian  apologetics,  or 
the  defense  of  the  Christian  faith  to 
skeptics.  Not  only  did  it  feed  my 
searching  mind,  but  produced  an 
unexplainable  sense  of  joy,  even 
though  I  was  still  doubtful.  Here  was 
a  former  atheist  intellectual 
explaining  a  logical  basis  for  faith 
that  completely  astonished  me. 
Before  that,  I  thought  that  there  was 
no  evidence  or  logic  behind  faith. 
You  simply  had  to  believe.  But  now 
was  being  exposed  to  something 
completely  new:  the  idea  that  reason 
and  questioning  were  the  very  things 
that  could  lead  a  person  to  God! 
From  then  on  I  read  all  the  books  for 
questions  about  the  Christian  faith  I 


could  and  kept  getting  satisfying 
answers  for  all  of  my  doubts  and 
concerns.  Along  with  this  came  a 
change  that  I  attest  to  the  Holy  Spirit. 
I  remained  still,  a  thinker,  a  debater, 
and  a  challenger  but

This  gives  me  hope  in  an  age  of 
skepticism  towards  all  religion  and 
disbelief.  Christianity  isn't  less  than 
intellectually  satisfying  but  it's  more 
than  that.  It's  personal.  It's  ultimately 
not  about  a  belief  system  that  can  be 
twisted  and  manipulated,  but  about 
a  Person,  and  when  one  encounters 
that  Person,  everything  changes. 

When  I  see  other  people 
questioning,  I  encourage  them  in 
that,  because  if  something  is  true, 
than  it  can  be  tested.  But  don't  just 
simply  question.  Be  open  to  an 
answer.  I  believe  that  Christ  is  the 
Person  we  must  encounter,  that  the 
Bible  has  ultimate  truth,  and  that  the 
gospel  of  Christ  has  the  ultimate 
powerto  not  only  save,  but  transform 
people's  hearts  into  hearts  that 
desire  to  please  God  more  than 
anything  else  the  world  has  to  offer. 
It  is  not  fear  of  God's  punishment  or 
guilt  from  not  living  up  to  His 
standards  that  transforms  us  but  the 
realization  of  the  amazing, 
relentless,  sacrificial  love  of  God  that 
gives  us  new  desires  to  put  off  our 
old  ways  and  put  on  new  ones  that 
reflect  the  Eternal  One  who  loves  us. 
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»haw  University  is  the 
canvas  that  God  decided  to 
use  to  paint  the  portrait  of 
my  Salvation.  Before  time 
began,  he  preordained  for 
me  to  attend  this  institution, 
just  so  I  can  meet  him  here.i 
was  a  17  year  old  young  man 
when  I  first  stepped  foot  on  this 
campus,  but  the  journey  to  my 
spiritual  rebirth  was  conceived  at 
this  University.

Not  Guilty????  Not  Guilty!!!!  There  was  a 

feeling  of  pain  and  disgust  in  1 955  that  ran  through  the  African 
American  community  when  two  grown  men,  Roy  Bryant  and 
J.W.  Milam,  were  acquitted  of  kidnapping  and  murdering 
Emmett  Till,  a  1 4-year-old  boy  from  Chicago.  Fast  forward  to 
the  year  of  2013,  and  some  say  it  happened  all  over  again. 

Is  America  the  land  of  the  free  or  is  it  actually  still  racially 
divided?  Seemingly,  this  was  the  question  on  everyone's 
mind  this  year  as  we  watched  the  Trayvon  Martin  case  play 
out.  Most  people  were  extremely  surprised  and  outraged  by 
the  outcome.  George  Zimmerman  fatally  shot  Trayvon  Martin 
on  February  26,  2012,  in  Sanford,  Fla.  and  on  July  13,  2013 
Zimmerman  was  found  NOT  GUILTY. 
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As  news  of  Martin's  case  spread  around  the  country, 
thousands  of  angry  protestors  called  for  Zimmerman's  arrest 
and  a  full  investigation.  Protests  were  staged  all  around 
America  for  justice  for  Trayvon  and  over  2.2  million  signatures 
were  collected  on  a  Change.org  petition  which  was  started 
by  Trayvon's  mother. 

It  was  a  call  to  action  for  almost  everyone,  and  even  celebrities 
got  involved.  Since  Martin  was  killed  while  wearing  a  hoodie, 
the  hoodie  became  the  symbol  of  protest.  Celebrities  such 
as  Carmelo  Anthony,  Dwayne  Wade,  LeBron  James, 
Beyonce,  Jay-Z,  and  Jamie  Foxx  wore  hoodies  to  honor 
Trayvon.

After  Zimmerman's  trial  many  people  who  watched  the  case 
unfold  felt  as  though  Zimmerman  got  away  with  murder  and 
immediately  took  to  the  internet  and  social  media  sites  to 
express  their  opinions. 

President  Barack  Obama  summed  it  up  with  his  sentiments: 
"You  know,  when  Trayvon  Martin  was  first  shot  I  said  that

Actually,  Trayvon  Martin  could  have  been  me  35  years  ago. 
And  when  you  think  about  why,  in  the  African  American 
community  at  least,  there's  a  lot  of  pain  around  what 
happened  here,  I  think  it's  important  to  recognize  that  the 
African  American  community  is  looking  at  this  issue  through 
a  set  of  experiences  and  a  history  that  doesn't  go  away."

CASES  stands  for  Cultural  and  Spiritual  Enrichment  Seminar,  and 
for  many  years  it  has  been  mandatory  for  the  freshman  class  at 
Shaw  University.  Although  it  has  been  proven  to  be  beneficial  to 
some  students,  it  has  alw/ays  met  opposition  from  some  students 
who  question  its  value. 

"I  feel  like  it's  pointless  to  have  it  really,"  stated  one  freshman  when 
asked  how  she  felt  about  having  to  report  to  the  Chapel  every  week. 
"A  lot  of  students  don't  even  know  the  reason  the  seminar  was  put 
in  place." 

Another  freshman  commented,  "it's  kinda  fun  to  dress  up  and  learn 
about  the  history  of  our  campus  and  current  careers." 


CASES  is  geared  directly  toward  educating  freshman  and  transfer 
students  about  the  history  of  the  university  and  has  a  goal  of 
exposing  students  to  the  culture  and  careers  in  society.  The 
seminar  was  started  by  and  is  currently  sponsored  by  the  Office  of 
Religious  Life,  the  Office  of  Academic  Affairs,  and  the  Office  of 
Student  Life.  It  is  designed  to  help  promote  discipline,  and  growth 
in  mind,  body  and  spirit.  The  program  constantly  invites  individuals 
of  different  ethnicities,  social  backgrounds,  and  professions  to 
speak  to  Shaw  students  about  who  they  are  and  what  they  do. 
All  Shaw  students  must  complete  the  seminar  in  order  to  graduate, 
and  there's  even  a  dress  code  in  place.  The  requirements  for  attire 
include  a  school  blazer,  white  blouse,  school  scarf  ,  a  gray  skirt, 
and  black  dress  shoes  for  females.

The  graduate  school  is  leading  the 
academic  community  by  providing 
great  transitional  points  for  those 
wishing  to  pursue  advanced 
degrees  in  one  of  the  most  stable 
professions  in  the  nation  -  Early 
Childhood  Education. 

Shaw  University  offers  an  advanced  degree  in 
the  College  of  Graduate  and  Professional  Studies 
through  its  School  of  Education  Program.  The 
department  offers  a  Master  of  Science  (IVIS)  in 
Curriculum  and  Instruction  with  a  Concentration 
in  Early  Childhood  Education. 

The  program  prepares  students  to  work  in 
childcare  centers,  preschools,  early  childhood 
education  businesses,  and  in  home  childcare 
settings.  These  graduates  have  the  liberty  of 
working  in  public  or  private  preschool  settings, 
and  most  elementary  schools  have  head  start 
programs  or  preschool  accommodations  that 
work  perfectly  for  graduates  trained  in  this  arena. 

Because  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics 
reports  that  workers  in  this  field  can  expect  at  least 
a  20  percent  growth  in  the  next  eight  years,  Shaw 
University's  master's  program  is  a  great 
opportunity.  Graduates  are  very  fortunate 
because  the  program  is  accredited  by  the  National 
Council  for  Accreditation  of  Teacher  Education. 


Being  a  student  in  the  Shaw  University 
Divinity  School  is  not  just  an  educational 

experience,  it's  a  calling.  The  students  enrolled 
In  the  school  are  truly  committed  to  learning.  The 
theological  education  equips  students  to  become  clergy 
and  laity  for  clinical,  pastoral,  and  teaching  ministry 
professions.  The  standards  are  very  high  and  not  a  single 
day  of  their  training  is  without  purpose.  The  main  objective 
of  the  school  is  to  help  students  develop  an  understanding 
of  the  traditions  -  spiritual,  historical,  and  theological  -  of 
the  body  of  faith.  A  tremendous  amount  of  energy  is  also 
put  into  the  total  development  of  the  student.  Students 
leave  the  program  knowing  their  talents,  gifts,  abilities  and 
convictions.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  assisting  students  to 
develop  a  distinct  philosophy  as  it  pertains  to  educating 
God's  people.  There  is  an  inner  search  that  is  encouraged 
through  the  program,  and  students  get  practical  hands-on 
training  as  it  relates  to  ministerial  and  public  leadership. 
The  Divinity  School  is  accredited  by  the  Commission  on 
Accrediting  of  the  Association  of  Theological  Schools  in 
the  United  States  and  Canada.  The  two  degree  programs 
that  are  offered  are:  Master  of  Divinity  (M.Div.)  and  the 
Master  of  Religious  Education  (MRE).  These  two 
programs  are  designed  to  equip  persons  for  competent 
leadership  in  Christian  Ministry  to  serve  congregational 
ministries  and  other  religious  institutions.  This  program 
focuses  on  leadership  in  the  practice  of  ministry, 
particularly  in  the  African  American  Church.

For  well  over  40  years  we  have  been  relaxing  our  hair  or  putting 
weaves  in  it.  This  has  been  damaging  to  natural  hair  because  it 
causes  hair  loss  and  breakage.  But  in  2009  famous  comedian  and 
actor  Chris  Rock  began  to  shed  light  on  the  negative  effects  of 
relaxers  ("creamy  crack"  as  he  called  it)  and  negative  perceptions 
about  African  American  women  and  their  natural  hair,  when  he 
created  a  documentary  titled  "Good  Hair".  The  film  started  an 
uproar  in  the  African  American  community  resulting  in  women 
embracing  and  accepting  their  natural  hair.  Women  began  to  see 
the  beauty  in  their  natural  hair  and  began  to  shy  away  from  relaxers 
as  well  as  weave.  As  years  progressed,  more  women  began  to 
jump  aboard  what  is  now  known  as  the  Natural  Hair  Movement. 
Women  began  to  feel  encouraged,  enlightened,  uplifted,  and 
beautiful  about  their  natural  hair.  When  women  saw  the  beauty  in 
themselves,  it  raised  their  self-esteem  and  they  began  to  spread 
the  knowledge.   


As  of  April  2014  you  see  more  people 
with  natural  hairstyles  such  as  afros, 
twist  outs,  braids,  and  Iocs.  Women  are 
creating  groups  and  organizations  such 
as  Natura,  the  Shaw  University  club, 
dedicated  to  women  and  their  natural 
hair  journey.  In  these  groups  women  are 
learning  how  to  transition  from  relaxed 
hair  to  natural  styles,  learning  their  hair 
textures  and  products  to  use  on  their 
hair.

Webster's  dictionary  defines  it  as  a  word 
usually  disparaging  used  to  describe  a  male  homosexual,  so 
when  it's  used  to  refer  to  a  person's  sexuality,  it  is  used  to 


Most  people  will  never  walk  in  my  sinoes,  they  will  never  know 
what  it  feels  like  to  be  put  down,  hurt  or  mistreated.  They  will 
never  know  what  it  feels  to  be  looked  at  funny,  frowned  upon 
and  abused  all  because  you  are  different. 
When  I  first  came  to  terms  with  my  sexual  orientation,  I  was 
young.  Like  other  kids  my  age,  I  was  teased  and  I  would  often 
leaseback.  I  lived  by  the  notion:  "boys  will  be  boys."  Well  back 
then  I  lived  it.  My  neighborhood  friends  shunned  me  once  they 
realized  I  was  different  from  them;  it  was  because  unlike 
everyone  else  around  me  I  wasn't  ashamed  of  myself,  i  did  not 
try  to  put  base  in  my  voice  or  do  anything  [on  purpose]  to  seem 
macho  like  them.  So,  it  was  only  logical,  in  their  minds,  that  I 
would  not  be  allowed  to  play  football  with  them  because  I  might 
would  like  it  too  much  if  they  tackled  me. 
Fast  fonward  to  my  freshman  year  here  at  the  good  ole'  Shaw 
U,  and  I'm  ready  for  a  fresh  start.  Several  emotions  struck  me 
at  the  same  time.  I  had  anxiety  but  I  was  happy  that  I  was  about 
to  start  on  the  crazy,  beautiful  college  journey  that  I  dreamed 
about  living.  Once  I  got  settled  into  my  dorm  room  I  knew  trouble 
was  soon  to  arise.  "He's  a  gay,"  they  labeled  me  right  away, 
because  everyone  knew  that  it  wasn't  cool  to  be  that  way. 
I  see  myself  as  a  regular  guy,  two  arms,  two  legs,  one  head.  I 
even  dress  like  a  guy,  so  I  couldn't  figure  out  why  where  they 
making  me  out  to  be  so  different.  I  started  to  think  to  myself. . . 
this  is  middle  school  all  over  again.  I  knew  that  my  freshman 
year  would  be  challenging,  and  boy  was  I  right.  I  experienced 
so  much  --  from  coming  out  to  my  two  best  friends  and  sister 
to  making  new  friends  with  students  who  identified  themselves 
as  members  of  the  LGBT  community!  At  that  point,  what 
seemed  like  a  stress-filled  year  finally  came  to  an  end. 
Fast  fonward  to  2013  and  it's  Happy  New  Year  again!  It's  time 
for  me  to  start  a  new  semester  and  new  life  at  Shaw  U.  After 
taking  a  seven-month-long  break  from  campus,  I  was  ready  to 
come  back  and  go  hard.  I  roomed  with  my  old  next  door 
neighbor  the  previous  year,  so  I  just  knew  we  were  going  to 
have  a  ball,  throw  a  parade,  and  have  the  time  of  our  lives.  At 
least  that  is  the  way  I  saw  it. 


But.  Reality  sunk  in,  and  one  night  on  my  way  downstairs  I  felt 
something  hit  the  back  of  my  head.  It  was  followed  by  an 
eruption  of  laughter,  and  I  was  soon  forced  to  face  the  reality 
that  my  party  had  been  cancelled.  Immediately  following  that 
incident,  like  a  turtle,  I  retreated  into  my  shell.  I  felt 
embarrassed,  depressed  and  angry  all  at  the  same  time.  "The 
nerve  of  them,"  I  thought.  Who  gave  them  the  authority  to  make 
me  feel  like  a  nobody,  especially  since  I  had  done  nothing  to 
them?  The  impact  following  the  attack  on  my  character  lingered 
over  my  head  like  a  storm  cloud.  This  was  the  first  of  many 
character  attacks  that  I  faced  that  year. 
But,  as  the  old  saying  by  the  courageous  Maya  Angelo  goes, 
"still  I  rise."  Accompanied  with  a  new  attitude  and  self 
confidence  I  am  determined  to  be  something  greater  than  what 
others  make  me  out  to  be.  I  want  to  start  an  organization  that 
caters  to  the  LGBT  community  here  on  campus.  I  know  that 
there  are  others  like  me  here;  I  want  to  create  a  safe  place  for 
us  to  come  together.  It's  important  for  me  to  build  bonds  and 
to  create  a  support  system  for  my  community.  This  has  become 
my  life  mission.  I  want  to  major  in  social  work  and  focus  my 
attention  on  helping  LGBT  youth  cope  problems  they  face.  I 
have  hope  that  the  student  body  of  Shaw  will  become  more 
aware  of  their  negative  attitudes  toward  the  community  that  I 
represent.  Even  though  we  have  come  a  long  way  as  a  society 
there  is  still  a  ways  to  go  with  tolerance. 
There  are  other  people  in  the  LGBT  community  who  have  had 
different  experiences  at  HBCUs  around  the  state  and  country, 
but  my  experience  has  been  different.  Instead  of  allowing 
ignorance  to  define  me,  I  chose  to  stand  up  to  it.  In  my  previous 
college  years,  there  were  others  like  me  who  left  due  to  extreme 
cases  of  bullying.  For  that  reason,  I  am  putting  in  the  work  to 
establish  an  organization  to  address  these  issues.  I  am 
establishing  an  organization  for  those  who  retreated  as  well  as 
those  students  who  are  currently  here. 
I  am  making  my  experience  known  with  the  hope  that  I  will 
encourage  others  like  me  to  be  themselves.  I  hope  that  they 
"rise"  despite  what  others  may  think  of  you.

A.  Medicinal  Chemistry  is  a  discipline  with  a  focus  on 
organic  synthetic  chemistry  with  goals  in  drug 
discovery,  design  and  optimization.

So  I  wanted  to  contribute  my  ideas  to  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  to  lessen  the  chances  of  those 
errors  being  repeated.

Less  than  a  year  ago,  10  young  men  took  center  stage 
at  a  local  pageant,  competing  for  the  coveted  crown  and 
title  of  Mr.  Black  Raleigh  and  more  than  $20,000  in 
scholarship  money.  This  pageant  was  sponsored  to  help 
raise  awareness  for  youth  and  the  theme  was  "Change 
Potential  Into  Reality  Through  Education  &  The  Arts!" 

The  current  Mr.  Black  Raleigh  pageant  winner,  Garnard 
Wiggins  II,  is  a  Shaw  senior  majoring  in  mass 
communications  and  political  science  with  plans  of  attending 
law  school  in  the  fall  to  become  a  sport  and  entertainment 
attorney. 

The  pageant  was  traditional,  and  every  contestant  was 
judged  in  four  categories:  talent,  fitness  wear,  evening  attire, 
and  on-stage  questioning.

His  platform  will  be  centered  around 
a  new  organization  which  he  has  founded  called,  "Greater 
than  Silence."  The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  to  raise 
awareness  about  the  silence  voices  of  the  youth  in  our 
communities.

Brandon  Bell,  Shaw  senior,  is  getting  ready 

to  do  big  things.  He  started  his  ministry,  Bringing  Life  Bacl< 
IVIinistries,  in  2013  and  he  is  now  on  the  verge  of  producing  a  new 
series  called  "If  It  Had  Not  Been..." 

His  new  production  will  focus  on  the  youth.  His  target  audience  is 
at-risk  youth  in  the  community. 

"I  was  at  the  point  where  I  wanted  to  give  up  on  life,  God,  myself, 
and  my  family,"  Bell  stated.  "Life  was  just  too  overwhelming,  and 
when  you  are  at  the  end  of  your  rope,  and  there  is  not  enough  rope 
to  tie  a  knot,  you  have  one  of  two  choices.  You  can  fall,  or  decide  to 
hold  on  with  all  the  strength  you  have." 

Brandon,  once  an  eagle  at  North  Carolina  Central  University, 
decided  to  transfer  to  a  better,  more  intimate  university  to  better 
serve  his  educational  needs.  He  thought  that  it  was  going  to  get 
easier  for  him,  but  faced  a  few  hurdles. 

'I'm  a  walking  miracle."  I  should  have  been  dead  a  long  time 
ago...  but  God.  I  was  diagnosed  with  depression,  battled 
Lymphoma,  attempted  suicide,  faced  financial  difficulties,  struggled 
with  homelessness,  and  so  many  other  things,  but  [I  found]  when 
you  have  a  praying  circle  around  you;  it's  hard  for  the  enemy  to  have 
his  way." 

Brandon  was  interviewed  and  asked  the  following  questions: 

Q:  What  would  you  say  to  young  people  who  are  looking  for 
guidance  In  life?"  "What  I  say  to  the  young  people  is,  find  out  who 
you  are  in  God.  The  reason  why  so  many  young  people  are  falling 
behind,  and  becoming  statistics,  is  because  they  really  don't 
understand  their  purpose.  It's  easy  to  go  and  smoke  weed,  drink, 
steal  or  do  all  the  wrong  things,  when  you  don't  know  who  you  are. 
You  get  in  these  cliches  and  try  to  fit  it.  That's  called  peer  pressure. 
But  one  thing  I've  always  done  was  to  encourage  all  young  people  to 
ask  God  who  are  they  are  in  Him.  Once  they  ask  God  who  they  are, 
they  need  to  ask  for  boldness,  so  when  they  come  across  peer 
pressure,  they  will  be  able  to  withstand  the  tricks  that  lie  ahead  of 
them. 

Q:  "Do  you  think  you  are  the  next  Tyler  Perry?"  I  don't  believe 
I  am  the  next  Tyler  Perry.  He  is  Tyler,  and  I  am  Brandon.  I  look  up  to 
him,  as  well  as  his  work;  but  I  will  never  be  Tyler  Perry.

Students  enrolled  in  audio 
production  courses  operate  "The  Blaze"  -  the  student  oriented 
show  that  offers  the  latest  in  news  and  happenings  concerning  th 
university.  This  radio  show  serves  as  an  academic  broadcast- 
training  facility  in  conjunction  with  communications  course  work. 

This  is  a  wonderful  platforms  for  Shaw  students  because  WSHA 
a  major  market  radio  station,  and  it  affords  students  the  opportun 
to  learn  broadcasting  console  operation,  how  to  load  music  and 
build  programs,  record  promotional  spots  and  organize  broadcast 
elements.

The  notable  reputation  of  the  Shaw 
Bears  comes  from  (almost  exclusively) 
the  women's  basketball  team  and  its 
history  of  CIAA  Championship  titles,  but 

there's  a  little  known  secret  that  there  are 
other  teams  that  should  be  sharing  in  that 
spotlight.  One  such  team  is  the  tennis 
team. 

Both  the  men's  and  the  women's  tennis 
team  have  acquired  12  CIAA  Championship 
titles  combined  in  the  last  10  years,  in 
addition,  the  men's  team  claimed  a  spot  in 
the  NCAA  National  Tournament,  Sweet 
Sixteen,  after  winning  the  Atlantic  Regional 
Tournament  in  the  201 1  and  2012  seasons 
consecutively.

Since  my  arrival  at  Shaw  University  in  2009  I  have  witnessed  and 
partaken  in  many  monumental  moments  that  I  will  carry  with  me  for  the 
rest  of  my  life.  I  still  recall  the  first  day  of  fall  football  camp,  where  I  was 
immediately  made  aware  of  the  high  standards  of  winning  set  forth  by  my 
predecessors.  Former  Head  Coach  Darrell  Asbury  said  "Make  History,  or 
be  History."  I've  had  the  opportunity  to  experience  triumph  and  defeat 
during  my  career  at  Shaw.  Shaw  is  a  staple  within  the  CIAA,  and  the 
annual  goal  is  to  win  the  conference  championship.
